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Hospital Condemned for Acts of Few, Is Claim 


Dr. Belinson 


Defends His

The Lee county g r a n d 


jury's resolution of Thursday, 
criticizing conditions at the 
Dixon State hospital brought 
a reply today from Dr. Louis 
Belinson, superintendent of 
the hospital. 


Dr. Belinson, in a letter to 


The Evening Telegraph, stat- 
ed that he regrets that the in- 
stitution "is being condemned 
for the acts of a small few." 
The jury's resolution was the 
result of two attacks on at- 
tendants -at the hospital by 
patients.

No one will condone 
what they have done nor have 
we been able to arrive at a logi- 
cal reason for their behavior. In 
maay ways, this .seems to be a 
reflection of the tension and ap- 
prehension, which SMW seems to 
pervade eor ^msuasUUea,-both 
large an* anwlL With tfcto km* 
puteiva, unpredictable type «f 
behavior described daily in our 
public press It would be strange, 
indeed, if some of tials unrest did 
hot reach into the Institution* 
themselves. 


IB fairness, however, to this 


institution, I must point out 
that a large charitable organi- 
zation, caring for the health and 
happiness of some 4700 patient* 
is being condemned for the acts 
of a small few. The description 
of the serious delinquents that 
have been committed to this in- 
stitution applies to a relatively 
small group in the institution. 
96 or 97% of the patients would 
no more hurt another human be- 
ing than an infant could strike 
its mother. 


Every conceivable program 


and effort has been made by the 
institution to deal 
with Its 


many problems and our success 
Is attested by the fact that such 
unfortunate affairs have been so 
few and far between. 


There are from 600 to 800 vis- 


itors on the grounds almost ev- 


. ery Sunday, during the summer 


months coming to see their chil- 
dren. The institution, by caring 
for these unfortunate beings, 
has made life livable and eas- 
ier for many, many parents. 


Please let us not overlook 


this effort and characterize our 
entire program by the regret- 
table, Impulsive, anti-social be- 
havior rf eight patients.

resume Monday. 


The heirs, two children and two 


Orandchildren of real estate opera- 
tor and wire manufacturer, have 
asked the court to set aside the 
will in which he left an estimated 
$100,000 to Miss Rowena Potts, 
44, his housekeeper for nine years. 


Will Drawn In 1943 


SheUaberger, who died in 1947 


at the age of 94, previously had 
created a $2,000,000 trust, fund for 
the plaintiffs. But they allege he 
was of "unsound mind" and under 
'undue influence" when he willed 
the remainder of the estate to 
Miss Potts. The will wa* drawn 
in 1943. 
At the trial yesterday, Dr. 


Ralph C. Hamil, neurologist of 
Winnetka, 111., testified that he 
found SheUaberger Jto b'e suffer- 
ing from "senile dementia"- in an 
examination on Nov. 7, 1945. two 
years after the will was drawn.

Brucellosis, or undulant fever,

Avoidance of brucellosis is most

Campaigns against 
animal brucellosis are now being 
carried out in many parts of the 
country.

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Rising Unemployment Lead* 


Five States to Pats Laws 
Resembling Depression Days 


(By The Associated Press) 


Washington, June 17—(AP)— 


Rising unemployment and swelling 
relief rolls have led five states to 
pass depression-style relief laws 
and at least seven cities to revive 
"wdrk relief" projects. 


But an Associated Press survey 


today suggested no national emer- 
gency. 
It found 
most states 


certain they could handle their 
relief load in stride. 


It 
indicated joblessness has 


dwindled or stabilized in at least 
ten states in recent weeks 'or 
months. It showed that, almost 
everywhere, unemployment insur- 
ance has been a "cushion" to keep 
most laid-off workers off "poor 
relief" until they found new jobs. 


An inside-government memo- 


randum made available to A.P. 
supports these findings.- It says 
country-wide statistics1 "do* not 
reflect the emergence of any new 
crisis." The report adds: 


"The current relief 
situation 


does not appear to be one which 
requires (federal action beyond 
that already recommended by the 
president." 


Grants Proposed 


President Truman has proposed 


federal grants for ''home relief" 
to match state aid to payless 
families, on the aame basis as the 
federal funds now used for the 
blind, the aged, and dependent 
children. 
Officials say it would 


cosf $230,000,000 a year, and more 
in bad times. 


Mr. Truman said" yesterday he 


does not consider the rise in un- 
employment and the dip in busi- 
ness a crisis, although total unem- 
ployment rose in May to 3,289,000. 


The Associated Press survey 


covered 38 states from which data 
were quickly available. In almosl 
all of them, officials reported rises 
in the last year in both the relief 
burden* and the number of people 
drawing unemployment pay.

Our Government Is Getting 


'Too Bis for Its Britches9

Washington, June 17—(AP)—- 


This 'is the story of a^ big, sloppy, 
sprawly giant called the govern- 
ment. 


And it explains how President 


Truman just got a new broom from 
congreM to tidy up the giant. 


Ever since its birth in the 18th 


century,'the government has been 
getting too big for its britches? 


An agency here doing more or 


less the same kind of work being 
done by an agency there; an agen- 
cy springing up under one depart- 
ment when it belonged inside an- 
other; a lot of people doing prac- 
tically the same work a lot of other 
people were doing. 


All this became pretty obvious. 


As long ago as 1912 President Wil- 
liam Howard Taft sent an over- 
haul plan to congress. Eventually, 
congress acted on some of it. 
Meantime the giant got biger. 


President Taft's reorganization 


plan was the first. 
Other presi- 


dents after him had plans, parti- 
cularly President Roosevelt. 


Some were okayed by congress. 


Still, the government grew bigger 
till it bulged. 


Sought Expert Help 


Finally, about two years ago 


congress decided expert help was 
needed to study the whole govern-

Truman power to reorganize, or 
overhaul, 
the 
whole 
executive 


branch of the government. 


Here's What Happened 


This didn't give him any power 


to juggle the other two branches: 
the legislative (congress) and the 
judiciary (courts). 


This is what will happen: 
The president will send a num- 


ber of reorganization plans to con- 
gress. 
He won't try to do. the 


whole reorganization job in one 


plan or even in one year. Some 
plana now, some next year. 


This will mean eliminating some 


agencies, combining others whose 
work overlaps, shifting 
others 


around to make them more useful, 
and, at the same time, cut down 
the expense of running the govern- 
ment! 


Truman won't have a complete- 


ly free hand. Before he can put 
any plan into effect, he must sub- 
mit it to congress. If, at the end 
of 60 days, congress has done 
nothing to block th/e plan, he can 
go ahead with*it. Congress can 
block him in two ways only. These 
would come about: 


1. If congress quite* fur the 


jear within the 60 days after 
a plan has been submitted to 
it. 
For example: If Truman 


offers a plan to congress next 
Monday and congress quits 
before the end of 60 days aft- 
er Monday, 


2. If, before the end of the 


60 days, a majority of thejuli 
membership of either house 
votes against it. Thjs would 
mean 218 of the 4S5 house 
members—49 of the 96 sena- 
tors—would 
have 
to 
vote 


against a plan to stop it. 
Whether the plans offered by 


Truman follow exactly the recom- 
mendations of the Hoover commis- 
sion remain to be seen.

Springfield. HI., June 17—(AP) 


—The Illinois FEPC bill, beaten 
by three votes and for the fourth 
time in four legislative sessions, 
was dead today, at least until 
1951. 


But it will be a lively state 


political issue again in next year's 
state election campaign, and prob- 
ably in 1952 as well. 


Twenty-four of 31 Republican 


senators helped kill the bill yes- 
terday by voting against it. Two 
Democrats also failed to vote for 
it. Some said their vote may mean 
their defeat at the polls. 


The bill would have outlawed 


job discrimination based on race, 
creed or color, by means_ of a 
state fair employment practices 
commission. The vote was 23 for 
and 25 against, with 26 yes votes 
needed for passage. 


Governor Disappointed 


Democratic Governor Stevenson 


said he is "disappointed but not 
discouraged." He blamed tne Re- 
publicans for defeat and said: 


"The day must come and come 


soon when we will practice the 
equality of opportunity we ,so 
proimdly and loudly proclaim." 


Senator Wallace Thompson of 


Galesburg disagreed. The Repub- 
lican majority leader, who is pro- 
minently mentioned as a possible 
Republican candidate- for gover-
